SNELLVILLE—tThe centerpiece of Sneliville, a town built of granite, is a three 
story store of English architecture, Although the door of the-store has been tightly 
: locked for many years, the building is crammed full of merchandise. 
The merchandise is all of a vintage of a long ago day; such things as stereoscopes which people 
used to slide tiny pictures up and down on, thus seeing the wonders of the world. There are women's 
shoes which button almost to the knee, horse collars, snuff, spools of thread.

LOS ANGELES, March 20—(P) 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall said Saturday the United 
States is the key to the world 
Struggle against tyranny, and can- 
not stand aloof “and see the other 
free nations destroyed one by one.” 

But he warned that the Nation’s 
task of safeguarding freedom is 
the biggest job it ever faced. He 
said Communism will go to “ex- 
treme lengths” to defeat the re- 
covery of Democracy. 

“No nation in modern history 
has ever occupied a position of,re- 
sponsibility comparable to that of 
this country today,” he declared. 
“Nor has any nation had such vast 
responsibility thrust on it in so) 
short a time.” 

He emphasized that by “urgent 
and resolute” action the United 
States would be the decisive fac- 
tor for good in the tangled and 
critical European situation. 

Addressing a Charter Day audi- 
ence of the University of Califor- 
nia at Los Angeles, Marshall said 
it was apparent “that the Soviet 
Union and the Communist parties 
of Europe will go to extreme 
lengths to defeat the recovery and 
the revival of a strong, democratic 
and independent Europe.”

A true artist, Horo- 
witz gave a perfect technical per- 
formance, That was expected of 
him. But he gave something else 
—something that could not be de 
‘manded of any artist anywhere. 
He gave the audience a perfect 
demonstratian of tone, color, shade 
and mood—those indefinite quall- 
ties that make an artist great. 

Whether he was playing softly 
as moonlight, as was the require 
ment of a Chopin group, or play- 
ing with the strength and fury of 
a storm, Horowitz was always the 
uncompromising master of the in- 
strument, 

Despite the fact he electrified 
the audience, Horowitz left for 
the large crowd the honor of pro- 
viding the shock. 

And shock it must have been 
for the noted pianist when he was 
forced to wait almost. 15 minutes 
‘for the audience to return to its 
seats following intermission. No 
one seemed to be in a hurry. 


But the fact the audience-even 
returned for the second part of 
the program in an uncomfortably 
warm auditorium was a tribute 
‘to Horowitz’s genius.

| VIENNA—(UP)—The museum 


of the Vienna district court prison 
‘has been presented with an un- 
usual gift. It is the miniature copy 
vof the prison’s guillotine used y 
the Nazis. The donor, a former 
inmate, built the model as a re- 
minder of the Nazi regime he suc- 
ceeded in surviving. 

| The ledger of the prison shows 
that, between 1938 and 1945, 1,184 
persons were guillotined by the 


Nazis in Vienna alone. The execu- 
tions took place in the so-called 
grey house. The condemned were 
led into a windowless room, the 
walls of which were covered with 
black cloth. There the verdict was 
read.

Orders 2d Nature 
To Rail Engineers

Train-Riding Enthusiast 
“Orders are orders” still means more on the railroad than almost 
. anywhere else. After riding more than 2,000 miles in locomotive 
cabs, 800 of them on the Central of Georgia, I have a greater respect 
than ever for the esprit de corps of railroad men as they go about 
their daily work with the‘lives of hundreds of passengers in their 


hands. 

The man at the throttle has an 
implicit faith in his orders and in 
the rule book. That faith has 
years of experience behind it. 

Whether he’s running the sleek, 
fast-stepping Nancy Hanks II on 
her nightly course from Atlanta 
to Savannah, or a ponderous, rum- 
bling freight train up from Ma- 
con, the engineer takes pride in 
his job and in doing it the right 
way. You seldom see people get- 
tng so much satisfaction from 
their work. 

Following the rules and orders 
has become second nature with an 
engineman. Constantly alert, he 
does what the occasion requires 
according to rule without an in- 
stant’s hesitation. Here’s a sam- 
ple instance out of many Oob- 
served. 

The Southland, a heavy train 
of 17 mail, express and baggage 
cars, coaches and Pullmans, is 
rolling at 70 miles an hour on its 
Fiorida-bound journey over the 
Central of Georgia’s sinuous main 
line south from Atlanta. 

Every few minutes Engineer H. 
R. Lee and Fireman T. A. Spring- 
er glance back from their seats in 
the double-unit Diesel to watch 
their long train snake around the 
curves, making sure that all is 
well. Every few seconds they call 
“clear board” to each other as 
they note the green signals ahead. 

Then a sudden application of 
the brakes and the train comes to 
2 quick, unscheduled stop in For- 
syth when engineer and fireman 
note that the station order board 
licht isn’t shining.

Perhaps 
the train could move over it faster 
without accident, but he’s got his 
orders, and following orders is the 
safest way. 

Almost everything a railroad en- 
gireer does is governed by signal, 
order or rule.

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Another Highway Scandal 


The revelation of alleged irregularities 
in at least one highway construction proj- 
ect is nauseatingly familiar. 


For years there have been rumors of 
conniving and thievery in Georgia’s road- 
building program. Specifications report- 
edly have been ignored. Stories of five- 
inch concrete being laid where six-inch 
was. called for are prevalent; cheaper ma- 
terials have been substituted for quality 
ones and the “asphalt” laid in a number 
of instances has been largely sand and tar. 


Certainly, no one can have any illu- 
sion that the present instance is far from 
typical of the general practice. But if, as 
Acting Gov. Thompson implies, there is 


a sufficient evidence for an iron-bound 
case, then we trust all parties involved 
will be prosecuted to the fullest extent of 
the civil and criminal law. 

Perhaps by making examples of those 
caught in the act of defrauding the State 
we can at least discourage others who have 
been guilty of the same despicable prac- 
tices. 

In this connection, it seems to us that 
if the swindling of Georgia taxpayers in 
the building of roads is as widespread as 
indicated, the next Legislature might well 
investigate the feasibility of the State 
abandoning its present system of letting 
work contracts to private firms and set, 
up its own highway-building facilities. 


The Doctors Vote for Insurance 


Georgia doctors, under a plan an- 
nounced by the House of Delegates of the 


Georgia Medical Association, now favor 
hospitalization and medical care insurance 
on a State-wide basis. 


Certainly, Dr. John Elliott, speaking 
for the committee, was correct when he 
said that the plan must reach into rural 
communities and into areas which long 
have been without available medical care. 
He also was on the beam when he declared 
persons of low incomé must be able to take 
advantage of hospital treatment. 


The Atlanta Constitution greets this 


decision with praise and satisfaction. Long 
ago, in joining with the medical profes- 
sion in opposing socialized medicine, we 
dissented from the full medical position 
at the time to argue that unless the pro- 
fession came forward with its.-own pro- 
gram, socialized medicine would be the 
winner. Too many regions and too many 
persons were unable to have modern medi- 
cal care. 

We realize the proposed program must 
be worked out. But we urge everyone 
concerned to accelerate in every possible 
manner the production of machinery for 
putting the plan into operation.

ing the 10 cents a pound Federal tax on. 


colored margarine, the price of butter 
advanced 10 cents a pound. 

It may be only a coincidence that, after 
the Senate refused, by a vote of 45 to 33, 
to repeal the margarine levy in the gen- 
eral tax relief bill, the price of butter 


jumped to a dollar a pound and more in 
many retail stores. 

It may even be only a coincidence that 
the aforementioned House Agriculture 
Committee vote was in a secret session 
with great care taken to insure that the 
names of those voting against repeal of 
the discriminatory margarine tax were not 
made public. 

It may be... but we doubt it.

Georgia Law Too Hard on Juveniles? 


Georgia’s penal statutes d oun 
of these outmoded vengeance laws Georgia 1s 
ing citizens. These are caustic comments. — 
Williams as he watches teen-age boys and girl 
long as 20 years for crimes that could be punis 


the prison walls. 


Once a prosecuting attorney himself, Williams , 


says the State’s penal laws should be revised so 
as to place emphasis on reformation instead of 
vengeance. For the ordinary adult criminal, Wil- 
liams favors shorter sentences which will give 
the prisoner some hope for a return to society. 
For the children, well, listen— 

“Tf we had the finest buildings money could 
buy, they would still be bad as a prison for boys 
and girls. Prison should be used only as the very 
last resort on children. The boy and girl stands 
a better chance of reformation in their homes 
than in any prison. It is foolish to think that we 
can make good citizens of children by putting 
them in a prison with other bad people and older 
criminals instead of keeping them in a com- 
munity with people who would uplift them. 


“Before we try to reform a boy, we handi- 
cap ourselves by branding him as a convict. 
We should start as high up the ladder as pos- 
sible. Don’t put the boy any lower than he is 
when he comes before the court.” 


That led Williams to repeat his prediction that 
78 percent of all first offenders sent to Georgia 
prisons could have been placed on probation, It 
is a shame to degrade this many persons who 
could be serving their time outside prison. A 
committee has been formed of State and civic 
leaders to sponsor a State-wide probation system 

‘before the 1949 Legislature. 

A reader who noticed the model Boys Train- 
ing School at Milledgeville asks why all boys are 
not sent there instead of to Tattnall Prison. Gen- 
erally speaking, the lads sent to the Training 
School—operated by the Welfare Department— 
didn’t commit as serious offenses as did those sent 
to the prison. However, the discretion of the 
courts over the State means the difference in 
many cases. Some judges recommend that the 
boy be handled as a welfare problem; others sen- 
tence him to prison. 

Williams feels that if the welfare school were 
larger—it stays filled to its capacity of 300 all 
the time—more judges would send boys to that 
school. The school soon will be a little larger, 
when Negro boys are sent to Augusta, making 
room at Milledgeville for 100 more white boys. 
A legislative committee recommended that the 


size of the Milledgeville school be doubled. How- 
ever, State Welfare Director Bill Ireland, who 
headed the school for many years, doesn’t want 
to mix too many hardened young criminals with 
his boys who haven’t committed any serious 
crimes, 

Declaring no boy or girl should be sent to 
Tattnall Prison, Williams sees the need for a 
small juvenile prison for incorrigible youths. 

The Welfare Department also has a school for 
100 white girls in Atlanta and a school for 35 
Negro girls at Macon. 


The Department of Corrections is success- 
fully operating a Juvenile “Honor Camp” at 
Rome, with 175 youths being given a gram- 
mar school education and taught a trade with- 
out the use of armed guards and bars. 


Confined in Tattnall State Prison are 143 boys 
and girls. 

Ireland and Williams both believe that most 
of the juvenile delinquents could be. handled 
either through the welfare institutions or the 
“Honor Camp,” if they were enlarged, or through 
probation. If there were any left who couldn't 
be trusted, a small juvenile prison camp could 


be established. These steps would eliminate any | 
mixing whatsoever of juveniles with adult crimi- | 


nals.

would like to write a few words of comment. 
When the Boston papers first ran accounts of the 
Fields shooting and of Acting Gov. Thompson’s 
effecting a transfer of the prisoners so as to 
thwart proponents of Federal anti-lynch legisla- 
tion, I was definitely under the impression that 
the young people charged with the crime were 
Negroes. Imagine my surprise, when a picture 
on the front page of The Constitution’s March 5 
edition showed the apprehended youngsters to be 
white. 

Maybe I am naive, but there seemsato be 
somethifig psychologically unsound about a Geor- 
gia government policy that makes political capital 
of an improbability. There might occur circum- 
stances, either brutal or sadistic, under which 
white men might be incited to act as the law 
with respect to one of their own race. However, 
I don’t believe the murder of the GBI agent falls 
into this category. Most intelligent white people 
would be satisfied to allow justice to take its 
own course: namely, a fair and impartial trial and 
sentence, 

The question rising in my mind is whether four 
Negro youths would have been transferred to the 
scene of their alleged crime with as much equani- 
mity as the four white youths were? One can’t 
answer that question, but one can surmise. The 
Monroe incident is still fresh in the public mind. 

From che point-of-view of democratic ideals, 
there is nothing fundamentally wrong with civil 
rights legislation. The issue boils down to this: 
Is the Negro an American, a human being, an in- 
dividual entitled to justice in the courts, equal 
job opportunity, and equal educational facilities 
or is he an inferior animal a la “White Suprem- 
acy.” 

The Thompson policy represented by the 
headline quoted in the first paragraph of this let- 
ter does not help in promoting intelligent under- 
standing of the problem, although The Constitu- 
tion, as far as editorial comment on the minority 
issue is concerned, has been progressive.

That set me to thinking. 
bomb a subject for witty remarks, then I may 
as well go straight upstairs and put my head in 
the gas oven. For nearly three years I have been 
writing serious dispatches on the plight of Brit- 
ain. My pessimism was not shared by the British 
themselves, save in isolated instances. 

Now the “White Paper” has been issued, and 
although it was dubbed the “Black Paper” by 


the newspapers within a few hours, the millions 
went out to tea and made plans for a weekend 
holiday, for dances, the theater, football matches 
and jaunts to the seashore. 

Let's give the newspapers their due: they 
have never failed to place before their readers 
the blunt truth, and certainly the Labor Gov- 
ernment at the moment is painting everything 
in shades of midnight black. Why, then, are the 
people not concerned? And why don’t they do 
something? 

First, here are two headlines from the papers 
following up the economic survey set forth in the 
“Black Paper.” “Markets Shrug Off Economy,” 
is one, and “Britain Has 112 Days” is another. 


If I should encounter at lunch a stock- 
broker we know, and say to him, “Look at 
this headline. Can the stock market shrug 
eff this survey?” he would answer, “You 
Americans are all alike, always going off the 
deep end. We sit tight. Steady does it. 
Give England time, she will muddle through. . 
It is our ability to carry on in difficult times 
that has made England great.” Phrases. They 
live by them, die by them. 


* If you say then, “But look at this, ‘Britain Has 
112 s. That is a British headline, not an 
American one. If Marshall aid doesn’t come by 
June, Britain will be economically bankrupt. 
What do you say about that?” The reply will 
be, “Nonsense. Never heard such rubbish in my 
life. Britain has always got along without Amer- 
ican aid. Never did want that first loan, any- 
how; bad thing for Britain. Came just before 
your prices went up, helped America more than 
it did Britain.” 

That is your Col. Blimp type of Briton. Now 
there are.millions less well up on finance and 
economics who simply are not capable of un- 
derstanding the situation; the same would be 
true of America or any country. And then there 
is still a third sort, intelligent and thoughtful, 
who say, “Yes, I know what you mean. Many of 
us would move to Canada, South Africa, if we 
eould. We are tired of hardships, we want our 
ehildren to know how pleasant life can be and 
should be. But we are tied here. What can 
we do?” 

Of course, getting out is one answer. But 
what of the country, which can’t be moved? 
What can the people do who are left here, the 
ones who see how grave the situation is? 


“Export more,” cries the government. All 
right, export more clothing and cloth fabric (sore- 
ly needed here). But cloth and garments have 
to be made by specially trained operators. A man 
sitting in an office or a stenographer can’t leave 
her job and go to Lancashire to work in a cot

ton mill; besides, there isn’t enough electricity to 
run more mills. 

“Export more,” cries the government. All 
this is also true of mining. Desk workers and 
shopkeepers can’t rush off to the mines. 


The Government took over the direction 
of labor. This was going to solve many dif- 
ficulties, even though the people were an- 
tagonized by this infringement of their 
rights. What happened? A huge new ma- 
chine was set up, there was great publicity, 
“We'll put the spivs and drones to work!” 
Well, the report is in; during the four months 
that it has been in operation, 16—16 in all 
Britain—have been recruited. Sixteen spivs, 
untrained for any sort of useful employment. 
And there are at least 1,600 civil servants 
engaged in enforcing this measure. 


With Marshall Plan aid Britain can go on for 
a while, her standard of living growing ever 
lower (in 15 years it may or may not be baek

insufficient food, more and more controls and 
restrictions. Loretta Young saw the people as 
someone fresh from America sees them, shabby, 
tired; if the letter of her statements was in- 
accurate, the spirit was true. But she was per- 
secuted, almost crucified, for remarks intended 
in a kindly and sympathetic spirit. Well, no one 
likes to be reminded of his poverty. But it is 
also true that Britons who have not been abroad 
since the war began, in a flourishing land of 
plenty, have forgotten what unrationed life is 
like. There are children in this country 12 and 
13 years old who do not know that it is possible 


_ anywhere to buy as much of something as you 


want. They don’t know that in some countries 
clothes can be bought without coupons, or that 
anyone can have more than two ounces of but- 
ter a week. Now, with Marshall aid, this ex- 
istence can perhaps be maintained. 


Without it, the answer will be bankruptcy. 
There will be unemployment, the dole—but why 
go on? 

I worry about it. My British neighbors don’t. 
They simply don’t believe (a) that things are as 
bad as they are said to be, or (b) that the ordi- 
nary conditions are going to get worse. Their 
“carry-on” policy of business and pleasure as 
usual might look to an American like fiddling 
while Rome burns. Partly it is. But it is also 
true that the British have a genius for adjust- 
ing themselves to uncomfortable circumstances 
of one kind and another, and doing it with little 
grumbling. 

Ogden Nash summed them up: 

“. .. the English people are sweet. 
And we might as well get used to them 
because when they slip and fall 
They always land on their own or some: 
body else's feet.”

[) beautiful woman in French his- 

tory, and one of the most intel- 
ligent, was the mistress of Henry II, 
youngest son of Francis I. 

she was born in 1499, Henry in 
1519, but the 20 years between them 
counted for nothing. : 

She was the daughter of Jean de 
Poitiers Comte de Saint-Valliers, who 
in 1515 gave her in marriage to Louis 
de Breze, Grand Senechal of Nor- 
mandy, 

Breze was almost 40 years older 
than his bride. He and Jean de 
Poitiers were close friends of Charles 
de Bourbon, Constable of France. 

At her husband’s chateau at Anet, 
Diane became a famoug horsewoman, 
a reincarnation, according to poets 
and sculptors, of the goddess whose 
name she bore. Every day she spent 
the early hours in the saddle. 

After a bath in cold water, she 
would retire to her bed until noon, 
reading Latin or Greek classics or 
pursuing her favorite study of archi- 
tecture. The exercise, the cold bath, 
and the studious repose are said to be 
the secret of her long-preserved youth. 

She had two daughters whom she 
educated with care. They inherited 


much of her brain and some of her 
beauty. 
But the peaceful early chapter of*

her life came to a sudden end. One 
morning in 1523, while she was rest- 
ing and reading, her husband came to 
her in great trouble. 

Two conscience - stricken’ rascals, 
flying for their lives to England, had 
told the local priest of a plot against 
Francis I. Of course Henry VIII was 
behind it.

Diane enter and leave the royal pres 
ence that night started the story that 
she had bought her father’s pardon 
with her honor. Her father was in- 
clined to believe the rumor. 

So was her husband. So were the 
relatives of the conspirators, who, 
because of Breze’s warning to the 
King, were arrested and executed. 

Diane found herself with a dam- 
aged reputation, the object of detesta- 
tion and of a bitter desire for revenge 
from many quarters. 

Franeis I raised an army and pur- 
sued Bourbon into Italy, where the 
Emperor Charles V joined forces with 
the rebel. At the battle of Pavia, 
Francis was ‘defeated and captured. 

“All is lost save honor,” he wrote. 

Bourbon and the Emperor’ im- 
prisoned him in Spain until peace was 
made on disgraceful ferms. 

To purchase his liberty, he gave as 
hostages his two sons, the Dauphin 
Francois, aged nine, and Henry, aged 
seven. 

Safe once more in France, he 
seemed to forget the two boys. It 
was Diane de Poitiers who recalled 
them to him. On the death of her 
husband she had come to court as 
lady-in-waiting to the King’s neglected 
Queen. For their protection she 
brought her two daughters with her. 

When the Dauphin and his brother 
came home, Diane’s pity was aroused 
for Henry, who had been much neg- 
lected. He had not been taught his 
letters, he could not read, in all com- 
panies he was bashful, awkward, or 


frightened without apparent reason. 

Diane took him in hand and edu- 
cated him. She intended only a work 
of merey and kindness, but on the 
early death of the Dauphin, Francis | 
remarked to her that she had trained 
a future King of France. 

When Henry was betrothed to 
Catherine de Medici, a child as young 
as himself, the boy shed tears. He 
didn’t want a strange gir! for a wife; 
in fact, he wanted no wife. But Diane 
explained to him his duty to marry 
for the sake of France, and she was 
present at the marriage in Italy to 
encourage him through the ordeal. 

When Francis died in 1547, Henry 
was entirely under Diane’s influence. 
For her two daughters she found hus- 
bands of title and power. She beau- 
tified and enriched her chateau at 
Anet, the chateau at Chenonceaux, 
and other homes which are now 
reckoned among the architectural 
treasures of France. 

When Henry was mortally wounded 
in a tournament in 1559, she retired 
with dignity to Chenonceaux, then to 
Chaumont, and finally to Anet, where 
her career had begun. She still took 
her exercise on horseback. Riding in 
Rouen one day she broke her hip 
when her horse slipped on wet pave- 
ment. She was more than 60 at the 
time. 

For the remaining four or five. 
years of her life she received visitors 
at Anet, seated in a stately chair. 
Brantome describes her appearance. 
Her lameness, he says, was complete. 
ly disguised. Her body and her face 
seemed those of a young girl. Her 
conversation was charming and bril- 
liant. In an age of beautiful women 
she was the most beautiful he had 
seen. .

S IT out-moded and unreasonable 
for a well-to-do husband to expect 
his wife to do the housework, in- 
cluding the cooking, and do it well? 
Two of the three wives of Dr. 
William A. Lange, prominent Detroit 
plastic surgeon, seemed to think so 
judging by what they said of him in 
their divorce complaints. 

With a fortune of $2,500,000, Annie 
Laurine Dodge, who was his second 
wife, is one of the richest young 
women in this country. 

Patricia Hill, his third wife, who 
won third place in the 1942 Miss 
America contest and was awarded the 
title of Miss Congeniality by fellow 
contestants, is considered one of the 
most attractive. 
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Yet the 37-year-old doctor, who 
says he has no comments to make, 
seems to have been disappointed in 
both of them, apparently because 
they could not meet his high stand- 
ards as cook and housekeeper. 

Patricia was granted an uncon- 
tested divorce on December 24, 1947. 
She charged Dr. Lange with being 
“morose and rude” and said that he 
forced her to do “ménial chores” even 
while she was looking forward to the 
advent of little William, Jr., now one 
and a half years old. 

Patricia’s departure from _ the 
Lange menage marked the end of 
what seems to have been a somewhat 
intermittent 12-year search on the 
part of the modern plastic surgeon 
for someone who would be an ideal 
wife, in the quaint, old-fashioned way. 

In 1935, when William Lange was 
a handsome young interne without 
much money but with high hopes, he 
married Grace Shields who may have 
been a genius at the range and a past 
master at wielding a mop. But she

He undoubtedly knew the tragic 
story of her brief marriage to young 
Daniel G. Dodge.

daughter, working as a $17-a-week 
telephone operator when she met 
Danny and they fell in love. Just 134 
days after their wedding, in August, 
1938, Danny was critically injured in 
a dynamite explosion at his summer 
camp. While being taken in a 
motorboat to a doctor, he fell over- 
board and drowned in Lake Huron. 

Laurine inherited $2,500,000 of her 
late husband’s estate. 

She became the second Mrs. Wil- 
liam A. Lange on January 30, 1941. 

After their return from a six 
weeks honeymoon at Sun Valley, 
Idaho, the doctor is said to have told 
friends: 

“We'll get a little three-room apart- 
ment where she will do all the cook- 
ing. We'll struggle along without a 
maid.” 

At that point Laurine announced, 
“I can cook and like to do it.” 

But either she was bragging or 
she didn’t know what her new hus- 
band expected. 

A little more than a year later 
Laurine was in court complaining 


=that the doctor criticized her efforts 


at housework. On two occasions, she 
said, he even beat her. 

Despite the fact that Dr. Lange 
was well aware of her inherited for- 
tune before the marriage, he allowed 
thoughts of her money to plague him 
to such an extent, she charged, that 
he believed his friends considered him 
a fortune hunter. 

Although his earnings now were 
ample to employ household help he 
insisted that she perform all house- 
hold tasks without assistance, she 
Said, and when she bought clothes, 
automobiles and other things with 
her own money, he lost his temper 
and used abusive language, 

Laurine got her divorce--also un- 
contested.-on June 7, 1943, and Dr. 
Lange, then a major in the Army, 
was free to continue his search for 
the right wife. 

Apparently, he thought he had at 
last found her when he met Patricia 
Uline Hill, daughter of a Detroit social 
registerite, who “just for a lark” had 
entered an amusement park beauty 
contest, winning the title of Miss 
Michigan, which took her to Atlantic 
City. 

Patty had attended Goucher Col- 
lege in Baltimore and King-Smith 
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Finishing School in Washington. She 
was pretty good at painting murals 
and playing dramatic roles on the 
radio, but she doesn’t seem to have 
had any special training at doing 
housework or cooking. 

Nevertheless, Major Lange mar- 
ried her on May 5, 1945, while he was 
stationed at Baker General Hospital 
in Martinsburg, W. Va. 

He brought his bride to a house 
he had taken at near-by Shepherds- 
town; an “estate” that had two and 
one-half acres of ground and an out- 
door swimming pool. 

Four months after the wedding 
Patricia and William separated but 
were reconciled for a short time. 

Then, after a little more than two 
years, that marriage also ended in 
divorce. 

Here again, according to Patricia, 
the main trouble was that same old 
housekeeping problem—the doctor 
apparently expected her to be an old- 
fashioned wife and she just didn't 
like to do the “menial chores.”

Six months passed, then a year, and Virginie 
remained. The other women of the family liked 
her and helped her. The dresses she had brought 
were quickly, tactfully, put away, and Virginie 
went about in new silks, new laces. Her manner, 
her voice underwent a change; the girl found 
little trouble fitting herself to an atmosphere of 
which she had read so often. 


Discreetly she asked questions about the Mar- 
quise, the Dorothee who had died. She did not 
learn much; Dorothee and Claude had been happy; 
the wife had grown sickly. That was all. 

His period of official mourning at an end, the 
Marquis was seen more often with Virginie. She 
became, legally, his ward. Then, walking one 
morning with her along False River, he asked her 
if she would accept another role. She would, and 
soon there was a new Marquise. 


THE country house had a new mistress, a lus- 
trous figure. All that had happened on the 
plantation might be taken, some said, as a pre- 
liminary to the arrival of this new Lady of False 
River. 

She loved her place, and her part in it. She 
attired herself in splendor; she gave great balls 
for the countryside, soirees and afternoon parties; 
her coach, tilting along the roads, was a sight that 
made the lesser folk turn. 

Within five years Virginie and Claude 
counted four children—healthy, proud boys and 
girls, with the look of the de Ternants, and much 
of their mother’s dark beauty as well. Having 
done her wifely duty, Virginie now gave her time 
to the enjoyment of her other role of great hostess. 

Annually she crossed the ocean with her hus- 
band, staying in Paris. When the Restoration 
came to power, Virginie was there with a salon 
of eclat along the Rue de Luxembourg. 

The Louisiana family still keeps a sampling 
of the cards of those who attended: la Duchesse 
de Valence; le Prince Godoy de Bassau; Mocquard, 
Secretaire de l’Empereur... There is also a shiny 
card, Virginie’s own, with a small crown, emblem 
of her rank. Few who met her forgot it. 

Before one of her trips Virginie had the walls 
of the de Ternant house measured with care. In 
- Paris she had a court artist do her portrait,

slightly larger than life. She is shown as a 
beauty, rare, assured, Her ermine wrap is tossed 
lightly on a chair; she stands in a decollete gown 
of black lace, billowing from a slim 
waist. 

In the Empire style, her hair is 
pulled tightly to the temple, break- 
ing into piles of ringlets on each 
side. The eyes have a slight hint 
of disdain. Virginie has come a 
long way. 

Her husband agreed to anything 
Madame La Marquise suggested-— 
that piece of marquetry, the new 
brocaded curtains, an extra month 
in New Orleans if the season 
seemed gala. They could well af- 
' ford it; the rich cane juices 
churned annually into greater wealth for the 
de Ternants. 

Then, one day in 1842, the Marquis died in his 
bed. The widow put away her feathers; for the 
next months she was a plaintive figure on the 
shores of “Fausse Riviere.” When she settled the 
estate, she found she had three hundred thousand 
dollars-—a vast sum for the day. 

Within less than two years, Virginie was mak- 
ing news for Louisiana in another way, one of the 
strangest lawsuits in the Creole state’s history. 
It went back to the shadowy Dorothee, that first 
wife. All at once, Virginie found that Dorothee 
had been married before, with a son Evariste, 
now a boy of’ wild habits. 

She found something else. The wealthy mother 
had left the prodigal a good part of her property. 
The estate being an involved one, .the Marquis, 
Dorothee’s widower, and the boy “Evariste had 
settled their accounts with a “tontract. The 
Marquis had bought Evariste’s hereditary rights. 

And now, in the nijght, ghouls broke into 
Dorothee’s grave along False River, and feft the 
coffin open. When Dorothee was buried, she had 
worn fine gems, diamond earrings, chains, gold 
rings. They were gone. Two wretches went into 
a pawnshop and were caught with them. 


At ONCE Virginie came forward, fighting for 
her own children’s rights. These jewels were 
hers! The prodigal boy of the first marriage, 
Evariste, fought back; they belonged to him. It 
was a cause celebre that went on for years. One 
court ruled for Virginie, another against her. 

She was advised to give up. She pounded her 
fists; she would not. The matter went to the 
highest judges in Louisiana, and they handed 
down a decision that made people blink. 

As long as those jewels remained in the grave, 
underground, they were “hors de commerce,” out 
of trade, sacred. Brought up into the air, they 
became anybody’s property who could prove right 
to it-—-in this case, Virginie’s. The Marquise 
reached out her slim hand, and walked out. Every- 
thing came to her, the people said. 

Back in Paris, she reopened her salon, and 
again the great called. One afternoon a new face 
appeared, that of the handsome Colonel Charles 
Parlange “of the French Army, erect, correct, hair 
and moustache in the style of Napoleon III. The 
Colonel paid a warm court, and won. In a year 
or two~they had a son, named for the Colonel. 
They returned to Louisiana and their elegant 
plantation. 

Now, unexpectedly, fate began to change for 
this Cinderella of Louisiana. Virginie’s children 
played one day in the woods. Someone came 
running; little Henri, her boy, was missing. He 
had strayed away. 

The plantation bell rang: men stalked through 
the woods with burning brands. They brought 
the news: Henri had fallen into a bayou. Here 
was the body, in its velvet jacket and trousers... 

The years went more slowly, but eventually 
the Colonel and Virginie went back to France. By 
now another child received Virginie’s special 
attention, her pensive Julie. A moody girl, she 
had taken much of her mother’s beaut: but she 
had little flair for worldly affairs, no concern with 
the great world. 

One day she tried to tell her mother that she 


was interested in a young planter of False River, 
Quickly Virginie stopped her. She had other 
plans. a count. Certainly Julie knew that she 
could do better than a mere planter? Julie fell 
back, silent. 

A year later the Parlanges returned from France 
With an @xtra passenger, an elderly nobleman 
Word went out: the marriage would occur in a 
month, Some thought Julie looked more pensive 
than ever. The girl seemed to take less and less 
interest in things that went on around her. 

The wedding evening arrived. The mansion 
glowed, lights on the gallery, candies shining in 
the drawing rooms. ‘The ceremony was held; 
Julie excused herself, Then she came back into 
the central chamber, stared wildly around her, 
and screamed. ‘The conversation ended abruptly; 
all looked toward her. She ran from the crowd, 
darted across the lawn and threw herself at the 
foot of one of the great oaks. She had gone mad. 
A week later, she was placed in her grave, in the 
white wedding dress. 


MORE blows were in store for Virginie, the Lady 
of False River. She became a widow again; 
and then she had another problem. Marius, her 
oldest son, grew up handsome, too handsome; 
well-poised, too well-poised, He was the spoiled 
Lord Byron of the river, a hellion who cared 
nothing for running a plantation. 

He tossed about his wealth; he went to New 
Orleans for months at a time. Mothers and 
fathers tried to keep their daughters away from 
the engaging rascal; and usually they failed. 

Virginie watched him, a new light of tragedy 
in her clear blue eyes. Then one day the news 
arrived. Marius, her favorite, was dead. With 
him went, the family said, something of Virginie 
herself. Her days of gay receptions were over. 
The fourth child, the quietest of them, married 
and went to France. Virginie stayed on in the 
big house, alone, except for the growing boy of 
her second marriage. 

On him she turned her full affection, keeping 
him always within sight? Would she wreck him, 
as some believed she had wrecked the gay Marius? 
American history intervened. The Civil War 
came; Federal forces moved toward False River. 
Virginie faced the grim chance that all her wealth 
would be taken, her plantation destroyed before 
her eyes. 

Virginie got to work. As the Federal forces 
approached, she stepped to the door, freshly 
powdered, handsomely attired. If the gentlemen 
pleased. ..She had set a feast for them, the richest 
of Creole foods, long tables under the trees and in 
her parlor, rare drinks. “And here, Monsieur, is 
the. key to our wine cellar.” 

The soldiers enjoyed themselves—and left. The 
neighbors were indignant, but Virginie said that 
she had saved her estate for her boy Charles, and 
that was what mattered most. 

Yet had she saved it? The hardest years, 
harder than the war, were ahead. Debts climbed; 
sometimes Virginie had trouble meeting even the 
interest payments. The Lady of False River, who 
had formerly made presents of soiled garments to 
her attendants, now patched sleeves and made 
hats. Her servants went; she washed down fan- 
lights and cleaned her own furniture, and she 
ate rice and gravy twice a day because she could 
afford nothing else. 

She pawned her jewels, then those from the 
grave of the first wife, Dorothee. She was rescued 
for a time, anyway—by those gems for which she 
had fought. 7 


FEW scrawny cows grazed about her broken 

gardens; the grand palace faded with each 
month. Often she buried her head in her arms. 
Should she give in at last? Each time she held 
firm. This was another Virginie de Ternant, a 
Virginie who rose above her earlier triumphs, her 
failures, her vanities. 

Looking from her window, she beheld a sight 
that made her cry. That last child, Charles, was 
plowing in the fields. She had raised him for a 
career as a young elegant; now he had to work 
with his hands. But gradually the boy was tough- 
ening. He was learning money values as his 
mother never had. 

What Charles earned by his own sweat, he put 
aside. He paid for a legal education; he studied 
in the light of a dim lamp—a lamp that had once 
illuminated only the gala gatherings of Madame la 
Marquise's friends. People laughed at his squint- 
eyed concentration; Charles stayed at his work. 

Slowly things improved. Charles Parlange 
became state senator, United States District At- 
torney, Lieutenant Governor, Federal Judge, 
justice of the Louisiana Supreme Court. 

With her last child Virginie knew she had 
wrought well. Then she died, content. Her 
superb white home today called Parlange-—is still 
intact, now in excellent restoration; and things 
look much the same along the banks of drowsy 
False River. 

In its setting of great oaks, the old plantation 
house has a quality of mellowness, a softened 
beauty like that of Virginie. The fumily still lives 
there; and they remember, and tell, of this woman 
who became greater than ever in her adversity, 
who found life when she thought it lost to her,

HE gallant young men about town 
T were gathered at Rector’s. 

The champagne was iced and 
ready in frosted silver buckets. 

A new Broadway star had -been 
born and they were eager to drink 
toasts to the “Belle of New York.” 

Outside the crowds milled and then 
broke into cheers as a carriage ar- 
rived. Out stepped the glamourous 
new star, Edna May, a beautiful ash 
blond 19-year-old girl, who only a 
few months before had been Edna 
May Pettie, of Syracuse, N, Y. 

That night she had created the 
memorable role of Violet Gray, the 
wistful Salvation Army lass of “The 
Belle of New York.” 

Every glass was held high as she 
entered the restaurant, and one of the 
more gallant rushed forward and 
begged for Edna May’s slipper. When 
she harfded it to him he filled it with 
champagne and toasted: 

“To the happiness of your life.” 
May every day be as happy as you 
have made Broadway tonight.” 

The date was Sept. 28, 1897. 

That was more 
than 50 years ago 

yet, when Edna 
May died recently in 
Switzerland, many 
theatre lovers still 
remembered her as 
the beautiful and 
talented star who 
took the world by 
storm and then just 
as suddenly quit 
the stage to make 
marriage the most 
important role of 
her life. 

“She’ll come 
back,’ her admir- 
ers said, “They al- 
ways do,” 

But Edna May 

was different. 
When she an- 
nounced at the peak 
of her popularity 
that she was _ for- 
saking the _ stage 
forever, she meant 
it. She never came 
back. 

New York has 
#een many sensa- 
tional overnight 
hits, but Edna 
May’s portrayal of 
Violet Gray was not 
only one of the 
most glamourous 
roles of the “Gay 
Nineties,” but also 
one which still 
arouses reco|lec- 
tions on Broadway. 

Violet Gray hats, 
cosmetics, candies 
were the rage, and 
Edna May’s wistful 
charm and sweet smi#e were known 
from coast to coast. 

Night after night at the New York 
Casino she stopped the show when 
she shyly sang: 

“They never proceed to follow the 
light, but they always follow me.” 

After a long run, Edna May took 
the famous role to London and, if her 
New York debut was a success, the 
London opening was sensational. 

The crowd -that jammed the 
Shaftesbury Theatre demanded en- 
core after encore and refused to leave 
the theatre until long after midnight 
so entranced were the patrons with 
the little girl from America. 

London was immediately at her 
feet. Her admirers even went so far 
as to unhitch the horses from her car- 
riage and pull it through the cheer- 
ing crowds in London’s Regent Park 
section. | 

Edna May received numerous mar- 
riage proposals fgom rich and aristo- 
cratic Englishmen, but she repeatedly 
turned them down, 

One marriage had ended unnhap- 
pily and she had made up her mind 
that the next time she married it 
would be for keeps. 

“The Belle of New York” ran for 
697 performances in London, and by 
the time Edna May closed the show 
she was the toast of the international! 
set and an invitation to her dignified 
home in Regent Park was considered 
the prize of the social season. 

Her success in the role of Violet 
Gray was Saggy by other sensa- 
tional triumphs. Then, just as sud- 
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Edna May's Outstanding

denly as she had hit the top, Edna 
May announced her complete retire- 
ment from the stage to marry Oscar 
Lewisohn, who made his millions in 
copper mining. 

Wild rumors swept theatre circles 
that Edna May feared a stage failure, 
that she was jealous of another 
actress who shared billing with he 

The staid London Times said: 

“Had it been a question of the 
Prime Minister’s resignation instead 


of Miss Edna May’s retirement, the’ 


excitement occasioned by the event 
and its sequel could hardly have been 
greater.” 

With all the welter of rumors, the 
truth was simply this: 

She did not want her career as an 


zactress to interfere with the most im- 


portant role she would ever play, that 
of a dutiful wife to the man she wor- 
shiped. 

Even when she explained this, her 
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Abandoned for an

devoted public refused to believe their 
Edna *May would never return to 
them. Wagers were made that she 
would be back in a month, a year, 
five years. 

Even Charles Frohman, the re- 
nowned producer, tempted her with 
the role of the “Merry Widow.” 

But she told him: 

“Charles, I am leaving the theatre 
forever. I am marrying Oscar Lewi- 
sohn and I will dedicate my life to 
being a good wife. That is the most 
important career for any woman.” 

Only once, and for charity in New 
York, did she return for a single per- 
formance. On that night, Edna May, 
in her original role of the little Sal- 
vation Army worker, brought down 
the house with her nostalgic rendi- 
tion of “Follow the Light.” 

From the day of her marriage in 
1907 until her husband’s untimely 
death in 1917, Edna May kept herself 
far from the glitter and glamour of 
the stage, living quietly in her home 
in Kent, England. 

Nearly 40 years after her original 
portrayal of the Violet Gray role, the 
play was revived in London. Edna 
May agreed to attend the opening 
performance. 

Wheg she entered the theatre, the 
audience stood as 6ne and cheered as 
the great actress took her place in 
her box. Her eyes were filled with 
tears aS bouquet after “bouquet of 
flowers turned her box into a bower. 

It was not until 1935 that Edna 
May broke a vow never to return to 
Broadway after her husband’s death. 

Even 40 years after her Broadway 
triumphs New York gave her a rous- 
ing reception. 

There were new demands that she 
return to the stage. But she repeated: 

“When I left the stage to marry, 
that was the end of my life as an 
actress. I wanted to show myself and 
everyone that I could make a success 
of the one thing in this world. that 
really matters——a real married life-— 
as compared with the fictional life of 
the stage and drama. 

“My only regret is that my hus- 
band was not spared long enough for 
me to show that love increases rather 
than diminishes as the years of mar- 
ried life roll on.”

: HREE Secret Service agents re- 
F cently stood before a table in the 


New York office of Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Peter J. Donoghue. Seven- 
teen counterfeit Federal Reserve bills 
were spread before them. 

“Those bills are the work of 
‘Count’ Victor Lustig, King Con Man 
of the world,” the agents told Dono- 
ghue. “They are of superior quality 
and almost undetectable. The plates 
were made by William Watts, Lustig’s 
master engraver. We do not know 
how many bills still may be in circu. 
lation. We have picked up $2,340,000 
he and his agents made and passed,” 

Although he has been a prisoner 
in Aleatraz for 10 years, Lustig’s trail 
still plagues Federal] officers 

With Chesterfieldian manners, 
faultless dress, limousine and chauf- 
feur, he made dupes of bankers, poli- 
ticilans and various women to whom 
he was irresistible. His guile even 
enabled him to transform into a coun- 
terfeiter one officer who arrested him. 

Lustig made and sold money-mak- 
ing machines. They were small black 
boxes into which blank strips of 
paper were fed. A crank turned and 
$20 bills were supposed to come out. 
They did come out when, for demon- 
stration, Lustig stuffed the boxes 
with good bills.. A Los Angeles banker, 
who paid him $100,000 for one ma- 
chine, later said: 

“T don’t know how I could have 
done it. When Lustig talked, 1 was 
unable to resist.” 

Lustig was an Austrian who came 
to this country after a career of 
forgery in Paris. He gave himself 
the title of Count. He went to Phila- 
delphia and became a spectacular fig- 
ure in night life. His charm won 
him Billie Mae Scheible, wealthy 
underworld figure. 

Billie was no novice to smart 
trickery, but the ‘“Count’s” spell dis- 
solved her caution. After a romantic 
evening he told her of his machine. 

“T’ll let you have one for $25,000, 
just what it cost to make,” he said. 

He showed her the box. He ground 
out five $20 bills. He then took her 
to a bank where a teller readily 
«changed them for a $100 bill. Billie 
bought the box for $25,000. 

When she got home and could 
grind out only blank paper, she put a 
revolver in her handbag and traced 
Lustig to a Philadelphia hotel. 

Lustig saw death in her eye as he 
faced her revolver. 

“Why, dearest,” he said, smiling 
and unperturbed, “you didn’t think 
I’d rob you, did ygu? I was showing 
you how I take real suckers.” 

Billie was in his arms in a moment. 

Lustig’s next operation was his 
masterpiece. He persuaded an onion 
grower, Joseph Rosenblum, in Corpus 
Christi, Texas, to part with $50,000 


+ 


for a package supposedly containing 
$100,000 in hot Liberty Bonds. 

When Rosenblum opened _ the 
package, it contained only scrap 
paper. He had Lustig put in jail. 
Sheriff Q. R. Miller made the arrest. 

Sheriff Miller, who also was 
county tax collector, was a. genial 
soul; and Lustig, while he was await- 
ing prosecution, turned on the charm. 

The prisoner talked of his marvel. 
ous money-making machine. The 
sheriff was interested, for he was 
short a few thousand dollars in 
county funds. Lustig agreed to sell 
him a machine for $25,000. 

in exchange for $25,000 in county 
funds, Miller received a baggage 
eheck for a suitcase and let Lustig 
escape. The suitcase contained a 
worthless box. 

Miller was a two-gun man. Facing 
ruin, he didn’t weep. He ran Lustig 
down in a Chicago hotel. Guns out, 
he demanded the $25,000 or else. 

“I'd have more sense than to think 
I could get away with robbing a smart 
sheriff,” Lustig said. “‘] needed money 
for a big deal that will make millions.” 

Lustig fabricated a plan for a huge 
counterfeit haul. 

“If you'll go back to Texas and 
get $65,000, we’ll open the counterfeit 
plant. We have to pay the engraver.” 

Hoping to escape embezzlement 
charges, the sheriff did just that. 

Meanwhile, Lustig through Capone 
sources had located William Watts, an 
engraver. Lustig had him run off 


-$100,000 and gave it to the sheriff. 


Miller went straight to his bank 
and deposited five bills to his account. 
The teller informed the bank presi- 
dent the bills were phony. Miller 
was arrested and the balance of the 
$100,000 .was found in his home. An 
audit of his books showed him $100.- 
000 short in tax money. 

Sheriff Miller refused to aid 
in running down Lustig, saying he 
wanted “to attend to that angle him- 
self when he had served his sentence.” 

With a process they developed for 
Simulating the silk thread in the 
paper used for bills, Lustig and Watts 
were running off hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in 20s, 50s and 100s. 

Then Lustig made a fatal slip. 

Watts had a flashy young wife 
who was impressed by Lustig and 
when Lustig ieft on a business trip 
to New York, she joined him there. 
Watts was broken-hearted. 

The Federal net finally located 
Watts, who, in revenge, helped them 
locate Lustig. Lustiz; was tried in 
New York in 1936 and sentenced to 
prison for 20 years. Watts got 10.

OMEN have always resigned 
themselves to the _ doleful 
prospect of the “change of 


life,” when the prime of womanhood 
recedes accompanied by the reduc- 
tion of the female hormone within 
the body. 

For some women this transition 
is quite upsetting. They suffer from 
symptoms of climacteric § (kli-mak- 
ter-ik), sometimes very severely. 

But modern medicine has come 
to their relief. Therapy has brought 
peace and happiness to many a wife 
and mother. Aging men, whose 
symptoms are much less definite and 
common, also have been helped. 

According to Prof. Willard O. 
Thompson, of the University of IIli- 
nois College of Medicine, Chicago, 
“about 40 per cent of women experi- 
ence very few symptoms at the time 
of the menopause and require no 
treatment. In the remaining 60 per 
cent, treatment is indicated.” 

Concerning symptoms in aging 
men, there still 1s controversy among 
medical investigators. 

But Dr. Thompson, along with 
Dr. August A. Werner, of theeSt. 
Louis School of Medicine; Dr. C. G. 
Heller, of Detroit; Dr. G. B. Myers, 
of Chicago; Dr. E. P. McCullagh, of 
the Cleveland Clinic, and many other 
authorities hold the opinion that 
“male climacteric” is a gentine con- 
dition, and its symptoms also can 
be treated. In Dr. Thompson’s words: 

“In some men the production of 
the male hormone falls off as they 
grow older. The decrease in produc- 
tion is sometimes great enough to 
produce definite symptoms...similar 
to those of menopause in the women. 

“There is no clear-cut epoch in 
the male comparable to the meno- 
pause in the female, and the male 
climacteric is not common.” (The 
Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation.) 

The climacteric symptoms include 
hot flashes, perspiration, espécially 
at night, nervousness, irritability, fa- 
tigue, palpitation, sometimes irration- 
ality, despondency and fear. 

In order to restore the balance 
of the hormones, upset by the de- 
creased production of the female hor-

mone, in the woman, and of the male 
hormone, in the man, the physician 
gives to the patient some prepara- 
tion of the female or the male hor- 
mones and sometimes both. 

Natural as well as synthetic “estro- 
gens” (es-tro-jens), female hormones, 
and “androgens” (an-dro-jens), male 
hormones, are available for use by 
swallowing, injection or implantation 
under the skin. 

As Prof. Ebphraim Shorr, of the 
Cornell Medical College, recently 
stated at a Graduate Fortnight ses- 
sion of the New York Academy of 
Medicine, the male hormone is some- 
times given to a woman to relieve 
some of her menopausal symptoms, 
especially emotional and mental dis- 
turbances. The female hormone, on 
the other hand, may be.employed to 
relieve certain symptoms in the man. 

But a great deal remains to be 
learned, through research and ex: 
perimental treatments, concerning 
the relationships and the relative 
merits, in therapy, of the male and 
female hormone. 

Each case has to be diagnosed 
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and treated according to the _ indi- 
vidual needs by a skillful physician. 

“With adequate therapy all of the 
symptoms of the menopause disap- 
pear and patients become more alert 
mentally and physically,” writes Dr. 
Thompson in the scientific publica- 
tion, Geriatrics. But all authorities 
warn against the dangers inherent 
in the haphazard use of the male 
and female hormones. 

No lay person should ever treat 
himself or herself, and care should 
be taken not to fall into the hands 
of medically unqualified charlatans. 

In a majority of cases, suitable 


hormone therapy also turns out to 
be most gratifying for the relief of 
the climacteric symptoms in men. 
These symptoms sometimes occur in 
a man in his late 20s or early 30s. 

Dr. Harry Benjamin, of New York 
and San Francisco, treated for the 
climacteric symptoms a __ prominent 
64-year-old business executive. The 
patient received injections of a male 
hormone preparation, with which 
was mixed a little of the female hor- 
mone substance. After a few months 
of this therapy, the patient wrote to 
the physician: 

“A year ago I could not have done 
what I do now. My memory, endur- 
ance and energy are better. I am no 
longer afraid to tackle problems that 
I've been avoiding.” 

Another patient, 68 years of age, 
was so much relieved of his exhaus- 
tion that he resumed his golf, dancing 
and business activities. 

In addition to the male or the 
female hormone, or any combination 
of the two, Dr. Benjamin and other 
physicians may administer thyroid 

or adrenal cortex 
or some _ other 
hormone. Some- 
times they also 
prescribe certain 
vitamins and a 
special diet. 

Drs. Lester Hol- 
lander and Harold 
R. Vogel, of Pitts- 
burgh, claim to 
have cured erup- 
tions and inflam- 
mation of the 
skin, with intoler- 
able itching, in 
men experiencing 
climacternic 
by rubbing an 
ointment contain- 
ing the male hor- 
mone on the skin. 

New  develop- 
ments are going 
on in understand- 
ing the processes 
of the body which 
are related to cli- 
macteric ailments, 

As more is 

learned about these ailments, new 
methods are constantly being devised 
for their control, 

Going beyond what is already defi- 
nitely known, many a medical thinker 
today speculates about the possibili- 
ties of diagnosing the many aspects 
of aging, in their faint beginnings, 
and of working out specific methods 
of preventing premature old age. 

Whatever one’s age, the important 
thing is to be as happy and efficient 
as possible. Proper treatment of the 
upsetting symptoms of the “change 
of life” is keeping many men and 
women well adjusted to life.

H.“'T can be done to help build a better 
world and better‘individuals to inhabit 
our world?

Science is not the answer, for science is far 
from a uniting force, and never will be classifiable 
as such. Science alone is not enough to save our 
civilization. 

Many scientists themselves and most thought- 
ful people are beginning to accept:this fact. 

Faith is the only common denominator through- 
out the world which can make the population of 
the world a greater and better population. 

Faith gives the courage to live and to make 
accomplishment. All’ of us, scientists included, 
need a basis for the good life, for aspiration, for 
courage to do good deeds. We need a faith to 
live by. 

I am of the opinion that the churches, the 
temples and the shrines are the only powers strong 
enough to influence mankind to seek a workable 
solution to the problems now facing this world. 

This is especially true as regards atomic 
energy. 

During the last 10 years we have gone through 
other developments-—which are perhaps not as 
breath-taking to the average citizen as the atomic 
bomb—but which are further proof that science 
is constantly learning more and more. 

We know that many of these developments can 
be used either for the welfare of mankind—or for 
the destruction of mankind. 


CAUSE we are faced with this terrifying situ- 

ation—we need faith today more than ever 
before! Science needs faith to channel its progress 
in the proper direction. 

The churches and their counterparts are the 
solution to this problem. They are the only or- 
ganizations that can reach the people of: every 
social and political standing, and of every race, 
creed and color. ' 

To be successful, however, the religious organi- 
zations must make a concerted effort to solve our 
problems. By this I mean that the Catholics and 
Jews, Mohammedans and Buddhists, and _ all 
Protestant denominations, must work together 
toward that goal. 

Only then will our lives be worthy of the words 
of the Bible, “Love thy God with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul and with all thy mind, and 
love thy neighbor as thyself.” 

Christians, Jews, Mohammedans and Buddhists 
must unite against a common foe. I do not plead 
for a unification of religions. 

That is just as impossible as a world govern- 
ment. But I do plead for a unity of religious peo- 
ple to return to their faith. 

I also plead for a better understanding between 
science and religion, because as a British psy- 
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chologist once said, “If at some period in the 
course of civilization we seriously find that our 
science and religion are antagonistic, then there 
must be something wrong with our science or with 
our religion.” 

Let us pray that this day will never come! 

I feel such a catastrophe never will occur, for 
faith, or religion, is as old as 
the human race itself. 

The oldest, primitive re. 
ligions were based mainly on 
the phenomena of nature, 
like the seasons, storms, 
floods, thunder, earthquakes 
and eruptions of volcanoes. 

Those are the things which influenced the lives 
of men and women and made them wonder. 

Not being able to find a satisfactory explana- 
tion for their occurrence, the primitive inhabitants 
of this planet endowed them with personality. 
Whenever help was needed, or when fear overtook 
them, they resorted to prayers to these powers. 

If one takes the manifestations of religion 
throughout the ages into consideration, and tries 
objectively. as a scientist should do to analyze 
them, one can draw the following conclusions: 

1. Faith is the desire to develop and express 
a moral code needed as a foundation for a Satis-

She Stifled Became a Vow That One 


13-Year-Old Jennie Loitman

Day She Would Be a Merciful Judge 
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EARS welled in the young girl's 
eyes. 
Her knuckles were 
she gripped the mop. 

She wanted to scream but 
knew she didn't dare. 

The judge sitting on the bench at 
the front of the courtroom. would 
have her fired. 

Thirteen-year-old Jennie Loitman, 
scrub girl in the Suffolk Superior 
Court in Boston, had just heard-a 
gruff judge pass sentence on a be- 
wildered young mother, found guilty 
of murdering her husband. 

“Twenty years—-twenty years in 
the reformatory,” the judge had pro- 
nounced, 

The scrub girl, daughter of poor 
immigrant parents, wanted to scream 
in protest: 

“No, you can't send that woman 
away. She killed her husband. But 
she did it because he wanted to de- 
stroy their new-born child. How could 
you be so unjust?” 

But Jennie Loitman kept her si- 
lence. 

Instead she made a vow. 
day she would become a judge. 
she did not know. 

She wasn’t even certain of going 
to high school. 

But somehow she knew that she 
would become a judge and administer 
true justice. 

When she told friends at a Boston 
shoe factory, where she also worked, 
of her plans, they scoffed: 

“You a judge! A scrub girl want- 
ing to be a judge. Just try it and see 
what happens.” 

Twelve years almost to the day 
of the courtroom episode, Jennie Loit- 
man had her law degree from the Bos- 
ton University Law School. 

Today she is Judge Jennie Loit- 
man Barron,*the first and only full- 
time woman judge in the history of 
her native Massachusetts, and wife of 
Samuel Barron, prominent attorney 
and Boston bank president. 

Now a grandmother, she has been 
a@ successful lawyer, member and 
treasurer of the Boston school com- 
mittee, and assistant attorney general 
of Massachusetts. 

But the way from scrub girl fo 
judgeship was not easy. 

It meant hours ef study, hours 
of work, disappointment and _ fre- 
quently despair, | 

When Jennie Loitman made her 
vow to become a ‘judge, women could 
not vote. 

After finishing high school she 
set about doing everything she could 
to correct that injustice. 
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At 16 in Boston’s west end 
where she was born, the former 
scrub girl began her own crusade 
for equal rights for women. 

Within a few months men by the 
hundreds gathered on historic Boston 
Commons to hear the girl's flaming 
speeches for suffrage and equal job 
rights. 

They called her names and some- 
times threw fruit and eggs-—-but they 
also listened. 

“Denying a woman the right to 
vote is one of the great injustices of 
our times,” she told them. 

“When woman have the right to 
vote, better men will be chosen for 
public office.” 

Once a drunkard elbowed his way 
through the crowd and called her vile 
names. 

Jennie 
for a moment, 
audience; 

“That drunk may vote, but your 
own mother can’t.” 

A wild cheer went up. 

The young woman organized suf- 
fragette groups throughout New Eng- 
land; especially among college stu- 
dents, and soon attracted the attep- 
tion of Carrie Chapman Catt and An- 
na Howard Shadow, national leaders 
in the fight. 

Barely 18 at the time, Miss Loit- 
man was called to New York to stump 
the state prior to a referendum on 
women voting. 

Her untiring efforts 
sands to the cause. 

On the night of the election many 
of the workers were gathered ina 
small hall awaiting the returns, 

“We were huddled together, pray- 
ing silently,” Judge Barron recalled. 

“The room was. cold and we were 
all afraid to hear the results. Then 
a woman rushed into the room and 
shouted ‘We won—we won. Women 
may vote.’”’ 

While others cheered and laughed, 
Jennie Loitman wept. 

“America must have equal rights 
in all fields to make this a great na- 
tidn,”’ she told her jubilant friends. 
“Our work has just begun.” 

While continuing her fight for 
women's rights, Miss Loitman kept 
up her law studies and in 1914 she 
finally passed the Massachusetts 
State Bar. 

Her career as a lawyer was 
marked with success but more with 
kindness and understanding for those 
in trouble.

“You've got to make the jury be- 
lieve this man’s story,” she told her 
fellow attorney, ‘“He’s innocent. I 
know it.” 

But when her associate stepped 
before the jury his plea was weak 
and his arguments even weaker. 

Desperate, Jennie Loitman arose 
and asked the judge for the right to 
address the jury. The right was 
granted. 

“If there is a man on this jury 
who wouldn't fight another who 
boasts of disgfacing his wife, 
then let him send this inno- 
cent man to the _ electric 
chair,” she began. 

Quietly, understandingly, 
she told the jury of the 
years of mental torture suf- 
fered by the defendant she 
represented. 

When she finished the courtroom 
was tense with emotion. The judge 
made his final charge and the jury 
filed out. 

Jennie Loitman nervously settled 
herself for a long wait. 

But within a few minutes the jury 
returned and.the foreman arose and 
read the verdict: 

“Not guilty.” 

Miss Loitman could hardly keep 
from shouting, 

The years rolled by and Jennie, 
married and her success assured, nev- 
ertheless almost despaired of ever at- 
taining her goal the judgeship. 

In 1937 the call finally came. 

The voice on the other end of the 
telephone said: 

“Mrs. Barron, will you accept an 
appointment to the bench of the Bos- 
ton Municipal Court?”

In her ten years as Justice of the 
Boston Municipal Court, Judge Bar- 
ron never has sent a criminal away 
without personally investigating all 
the facts in the case.

most toward rehabilitation,

"How Much Is a Broken Heart Worth?" 
Ask Responsible Officiec’s Who Question 
the Good Faith of Some Alienation Suits

HAT is the cash value of love? Is it 


$10,000. . .$50.000.. .$500,000?7 Can money * 


compensate for the loss of that most 
intangible of emotions? 

New York State, after years of bothersome and 
costiy court procedures, said no. It barred the 
{ ling of suits charging alienation of affections in 
1925. The same year the State of Illinois followed 
‘uit. It was generally agreed that the privilege of 
binging such actions encouraged’ extortionists 
and fortune-hunters. 

‘Then, in May, 1946, Illinois reversed its stand 
and, under Supreme Court decision, opened the 
floodgates once more to alienation of affections 
litigation.-a ‘move that has brought more head- 
aches than heartaches to the courthouses of the 
State. 

In Chicago alene, since the ban was lifted, 
there were filed suits demanding more than $12,- 
000,000 for “alienated” love. The claims ranged 
from $10,000 to $500,000. About 90 per cent never 
reached the hearing stage, being settléd out of 
court. They usually charged an outsider with 
stealing the love of a wife or husband, thaugh 
parents-in-law and other relatives figured in some. 

Responsible officials regard this type of litiga- 
tion as a “racket,” with few exceptions, LUlinois 
and federal judges have denounced almost all of 
such suits as without genuine merit, filed in bad 
faith for extortion or revenge. 

Still the suits pile up, crowding dockets until 
time for their hearing arrives. when they are or- 
dinarily settled with an out-of-court payment 
which runs proportionately to the asking price. 
Federal courts, which must rule in cases where 
defendant and claimant live in separate states, are 
weary of the extra load. too. 

Fifteen states have’ given impetus to the move- 
ment against alienation suits by banning them out- 
right. They are Alabama, California, Colorado, 
Indiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvagpia, 
Wyoming, Florida, Maryland and Nevada. 

George E. McNeil, president of the Bar As- 
sociation of the District of Columbia, where aliena- 
tion suits are still permitted, said: 

“I think so-called ‘heart balm’ suits should be 
outlawed. I regard them as a holdup game.” 

Chicago’s record settlement is the one for 
$101,000 agreed to by Mrs. Olive Means Daily of 
Oil City, Pa., who had sought $300,000 damages 
from Mrs. Marian Lammers Parker. 


RS. DAILY, socially prominent in Oi) City, 

charged that her husband, Wilfred J. Daily, 
deserted her and went to Chicago with Mrs. 
Parker in 1944. Left behind also, said Mrs. Daily, 
were the four Daily children and Mrs. Parker's 
husband, an attorney. 

It was announced she got $36,000 in cash from 
Mrs. Parker, $30,000 in cash and property from 
Daily, and $35,000 in life insurance policies which 
Daily agreed to keep in force for the children— 
in an out-of-court settlement. She then withdrew 
her $300,000 suit and one for $100,000 filed in be- 
half of the children. 

It was in the Daily case that the U. S. Circuit

Court of Appeals handed down a _ precedent- 
making decision giving children the right to sue 
anyone who breaks upagtheir home. 

Not so lucky was Roy V. MacNicol, interna- 
tionally known painter, who asked for $500,000 
and got nothing. He was married in 1945 to 
Mrs. Helen Stevick, publisher’s widow, in Chicago. 

The failure of that marriage prompted Mac- 
Nicol to file his half-million-dollar suit against his 
wife’s daughter, Mrs. Marajen Stevick Horton, 
charging that she slandered him. His suit, how. 
ever, was thrown out of court on technical grounds. 


f ASt September Mrs. Mary Yaschenko, 40, wife 
of Col. Wladimar Yaschenko, proprietor of a 
Chicago hotel restaurant, dropped her $250,000 
alienation suit against Mrs. Mary Borland, Cold 
Coast socialite, as prelude to a divorce agreement. 

Mrs. Yaschenko had charged that Mrs. Borland, 
widow of an electric company head, ran away wit! 
the love of the 60-year-old restaurateur. Before 
the suit was withdrawn Mrs. Borland announced 

“IT am not so much embarrassed as puzzled by 
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this suit. Why, the colonel is much too elderly 
for me to alienate his affections.” 

Then there’s Count Antek Potocki, Polish 
nobleman, who sued his wealthy mother-in-law, 
Nrs. Flossia Moisant Griffiths of Chieago, for 
$200,000 on the grounds she alienated the affec- 
tions of his wife, Gloria. 


OUNT POTOCKI answered insinuations that he 

was “only a miserable fortune-hunter” by point 
ing out that he had been a salesman for nine 
years. “You don’t stick to a job for nine years 
if you're looking for easy money,” he said. 

Mrs. Kathryn Hatmaker, 42, of Los Angeles, 
sought $300,000 from her parents-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles F. Hatmaker, claiming they ruined 
her marriage to their son, Donald, an attorney. 

She charged that the elder Hatmaker, retired 
Chicago oil company executive, and his wife, Jane, 
belittled her and provided her husband with an 
easy living for the “purpose of causing him to 
lose interest in his wife and children.” 

Mrs. Barbara Wencel, 50, of Chicago, sued 
Angeline Gasperic, 40, also of Chicago, for $75,000, 
charging the young woman stole the love of her 
husband, Anton Wencel, wealthy dairyman. Bar- 
bara said she was largely instrumental in building 
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Anton’s original $700 into his present fortune, 

Philip R. Stewart, Chicago radio executive, 
cited a bundle of love letters and a taxicab tryst 
as the basis for his $150,000 alienation suit against 
69-year-old Paul B. Fischer, Chicago lawyer. 
Fischer acted as attorney for Stewart’s wife, Dona 
Lee, 24, when she filed suit for divorce. 

Stewart and his wife continued to live in the 
same home—in separate quarters—after the suit 
was filed, he under a court injunction not to 
molest her. 

“T thought there might be a_ reconciliation 
until I found the letters,” he said. ‘Then I saw 
her embrace Fischer in a taxi. It was too much.” 

A jury in a~District of Columbia court re- 
cently awarded heart balm of $50,000 to Carl H. 
Dawson Smith, Jr., prominent attorney, to ease 
the pain caused by loss of his wife, Naomi. 

Smith charged that Richard H. Hippleheuser, 
former ghost writer for Henry Wallace, had stolen 
Naomi away. Hippleheuser was named corespon- 
dent in Smith's divorce suit which preceded the 
alienation action. 

At the divorce trial Naomi, daughter of a 
wealthy Boston hotel owner, said that from the

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beginning of her married life with Smith she'd 
had nothing but trouble—-mostly in-law trouble. 

“His relatives disliked me intensely,” she told 
the court, “and gave me an inferiority complex.” 

She met Hippleheuser in July, 1946, she said, 
and began making dates with him “to make Mj) 
Smith realize | definitely wanted a divorce.” She 
told how her husband had trailed her to the home 
of a friend where she was to meet Hippleheuser 
and, with his father and a detective, burst in on 
them with a camera. 

She and “Hipp” were sitting on the floor, she 
explained, listening to the radio. She said “Hipp’s” 
scant attire of tee shirt and shorts proved nothing 
wrong. he had been pruning roses. 

Later, nevertheless, the alienation suit jury 
thought “Hipp” should pay Mr. Smith $50,000. 

Joseph T. Wallace, Jr., druggist, and William 
W. Thomas, wealthy contractor, both of Falls 
Church, Va., were once best friends, as were their 
wives. Then Wallace filed a $100,000 alienation 
suit against Thomas, charging theft of his wife’s 
love. 

The Wallaces and Thomases went everywhere 
together.. One day Wallace took his. son to a ball 
game. Mrs. Wallace stayed home. 

As father and son were driving away from the 
ball park after the game, the son shouted: “Look, 
daddy, there’s mama!” Wallace followed the car 
his son had spotted. He saw Thomas and his wife 
together. That day the Wallace-Thomas friend- 
ship ended. Wallace also sought divorce and 
custody of his three children. Later the aliena- 
tion suit was settled. 


HERE was multimillionaire George P. Kimmel, 

Washington, D. C., patent attorney, who lost 
his “aching back love balm suit.” 

In 1938 Kimmel employed attractive, 32-year- 
old Mrs. Flora Mae Campbell as a nurse to rub his 
“aching back.” Subsequently he showered her 
with gifts, it was charged. , 

Once he hired a nursemaid to care for Flora 
Mae’s three children so she could concentrate on 
her back-rubbing duties. 

Then Flora Mae’s husband, Valtin Campbell, 
brought an alienation suit for $250,000 against 
Kimmel. ‘The attorney was ordered to pay him 
$15,000 by a jury. 

Filed in the District of Columbia Court was 
another alienation suit for $100,000 brought by 
Capt. Charles W. Howe of the U. S. Army against 
wealthy Samue! Del Vecchio, president of a chain 
of hardware stores. 

Captain Howe charged that Del Vecchio lured 
his wife away with expensive gifts —including a 
$1,000 fur Coat and an $1,800 automobile. 

Mrs. Marie Skinner, wife of an electrician and 
mother of two children, asked $100,000 from Mrs. 
Dorothy Petrey, for allegedly stealing the affec- 
tions of Skinner. 

Mrs. Skinner's suit, brought in the District of 
Columbia, charged that Mrs. Petrey who lives in 
an $85,000 mansion and has three children, “daz- 
zled”’ Skinner with the $10,000 in cash she usually 
carried in her purse. The ladies settled out of 
court. Mrs. Petrey and her husband, wealthy pho- 
tographer, have since been divorced, as have the 
Skinners. 

Jorge Fidel Clare, young Costa Rican who 
was Studying engineering in Washington, D. C., 
barely escaped the alienation shoals. He returned 
to Costa Rica a step ahead of process servers. 


FE was named defendant in a $100,000 heart balm 

suit brought by socially prominent Ralph 
P. S. McDonnell of Warrentown, Va., through his 
attorney, Lewis H. Shapiro. McDonnell charged 
that Jorge had stolen the love of his wife, Eliza- 
beth Ann McDonnell. 

Elizabeth and McDonnell were married in De- 
cember, 1946. She had come to Washington from 
Puerto Rico, where her father was in the sugar 
business, and met Ralph when she took a job at 
his business office. 

According to McDonnell’s charges in his di- 
vorce suit, which-he filed along with his heart 
balm action, Elizabeth spent a week end with 
Jorge at Harper’s Ferry, W. Va. 

Connecticut came up with another alienation 
suit. In Bridgeport, Henry A. Bishop, Jr., former 
husband of Gloria Gould and grandson of the late 
Alfred M. Bishop, railroad builder, was named 
defendant in a $100,000 action. 

The plaintiff was John B. Kohler, socially 
prominent Pittsburgher who worked in Bridgeport 
as an electrical engineer. He charged that since 
1944 Bishop had been attentive toward Mrs. 
Kohler, his wife of 15 years. Because of Bishop's 
attentions, he alleged, Mrs. Kohler left him. 

Over the country wherever heart balm suits 
are legal the roster grows and grows. 

Last July Gov. Dwight H. Green of Illinois 
signed a bill, effective January 1, 1948, which 
limits awards in breach of promise suits to actual 
damages and deprives “gold-diggers” of their main 
incentive. But he took no action on a bill against 
outlawing alienation suits.

N ONE of the long barns at Far- 
away Farm, deep in the Ken- 

tucky blue grass country, is a 
spacious, clean-swept stall that no 
horse occupies and now none ever 
will. 

Horsemen tread softly as they 
pass by. Grooms and stable hands 
bow reverently and 
some are sure the- 
ghost of the immortal] 

Man o’ War still stands 
there munching his 
hay and dreaming of 
an unforgettable past. 

Horses kick and paw 
in near-by stalls and 
two are War Admiral 
and War Relic. illus- 
trious sons of Big Red 
and each a champion 
in his own right. 

The sound of whinny 

and hoof has not been 
heard in the Man o’ 
War stall since the 
racing giant died re- 
cently at the age of 30 
(comparable to 90 ‘for 
a man) and Owner 
Samuel D. Riddle has 
finally decided to set 
it apart as a shrine. 

Riddle owned Big 
Red ever since 1918 
when he bought him 
from Major August 
Belmont at the Sara- 
toga yearling sales. He 
paid $5,000 for the colt 
no money in the world 
could buy from him’ 
later. 

Actually, Major Bel- 
mont wanted to keep 
the long-legged chestnut. He felt Man 
o’ War (Mrs. Belmont had already 
named him) was the best yearling in 
his barn and’ would have preferred 
racing him under his own colors. 

But the demands on his time were 
heavy in 1918 and his war work left 
little room for horse racing. Finally, 
in July, he ordered the colt shipped 
to the Saratoga sales. It was a be- 
lated decision, reluctantly reached, 
and the costliest ever made by a 
horseman. 

At the time, the price didn’t seem 
so small. The average paid for 
yearlings at Saratoga was $1,107 and 
only five sold at a higher figure than 
the colt that was destined to surpass 
all others as race horse and sire. 

Major Belmont wasn’t the only one 
who failed te foresee the super- 
horse’s future greatness. 

All the Belmont yearlings, Man 0’ 
War included, had been offered for 
sale privately before the Saratoga 
auction. One man was offered the 
lot for $42,000, another for $30,000. 
A Cincinnati brewer wasn’t inter- 
ested when approached by. Mrs: Ed- 
ward Kane, acting for Major Belmont. 

Years later, he told Mrs. Kane 
he’d pay her $5,000 for a jackass. 

At the Saratoga sales, the most 
active bidders for Man o’ War were 
Riddle and Robert L. Gerry, both of 
whom wanted to train him as a 
jumper. Mrs. Riddle changed all that 
after the gavel fell on her husband's 
winning bid. 

Agreeing with Louis’ Feustel, 
trainer for the then small Riddle 
stable, she persuaded her husband to 
race the colt on the flat. 

It was a masterpiece of womanly 
intuition. The giant horse won 20 
of his 21 races and at the end of 
1946 his offspring numbered 386 and 
they had won 1,258 races, including 
172 stakes worth $1,776,520. 

Big Red, himself, set three world 
and two American records. His 
world marks for the mile and three- 
eighths (2:141-5) and mile and five- 
eighths (2:401-5) still stand. 

Two of his.sons, War Admiral and 
Clyde Van Dusen, won the Kentucky 
Derby and a third, Battleship, won

The aura of class that set the 
towering son of Fair Play apart from 
his contemporaries was so great by 
then that Man o’ War was an odds-on 
choice to the end of his racing days. 
Three times he won at the fabulous 
figure of 1-to-100. 

He was the sensation 
ing world by midsummer. ‘Then 
came the Sanford Memorial Stakes 
at Saratoga on August 13. the only 
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official race that Big Red ever lost. 

Before that he had evened the 
score with Golden- Broom at a private 
match race of three-eighths of a mile 
at Saratoga. 

The start of the Sanford was bad 
and Man o’ War was off third from 
last. Golden Broom cut out the early 
pace and Big Red, on the inside, met 
interference when Golden Broom 
faltered. 

Upset took over the lead and Man 
o’' War, now on the outside, was de- 
vouring the space between the two 
when the race ended. 

His most memorable race as a 
three-year-old was the Dwyer Stakes. 
There were only two starters, Man 0’ 
War and John P. Grier, and they ran 
as a single horse all the way into 
the stretch. 

Seventy yards from the finish, the 
impossible happened. John P. Grier 
got his head in _ front. Jockey 
Clarence Kummer flicked Big Red 
with the whip and it was all over. 
The long-striding Man o’ War won by 
a length and a half. 

He won the Potomac Handicap 
carrying 138 pounds, the highest ever 
loaded onto a three-year-old, and the 
final race with Sir Barton was an 
anti-climactic seven-length runaway. 

Then came the long years at Far- 
away Farm; the millions of visitors; 
the devotion of Will Harbut, his 
groom, and finally old age, and death 
and a funeral fit for the king he was.

EOPLE who knew him on Broadway in the 
P Gay ‘'90s never imagined James Buchanan 

(Diamond Jim) Brady playing the role of 
Cupid.

In Connecticut, Elsie Moore Torlonia, sighed 
at this unexpected disappointment, and _ then 
packed up again and returned to Rome. Gossips 
expected a réconciliation swith Don Marino, but 
there wasn’t time for that. Her former husband, 
worn out by his wanderings, died in 1933. 

The marriage of Beatriz, no longer the Infanta, 
and Alessandro, who became the Prince Torlonia 
with his father’s death, was delayed. 

Alfonso was confident the people of Spain 
would demand that he return to the throne. 

But it did not work out that way. 

Finally, in 1935, Alfonso conceded final defeat

and made plans to live out his life as a king 
without a country. He ordered the wedding invi- 
tations prepared and mailed. 

Elsie Moore Torlonio was the happiest woman 
in Europe as she bustled about supervising each 
detail of the ceremony and reception. Virtually 
every member of the House of Savoy descended 
on Rome for the occasion and 250 grandees of 
Spain made their way to the reception. 

Alfonso gave his daughter a string of pearls 


fit for a princess, even if they did make her 


shoulders sag. The string weighed ten pounds; 
its cost was never made public. 

The former king lived long enough to bestow 
his blessing on two grandchildren, a daughter and 
a son born to Alessandro and Beatriz, and died in 
Rome’s Grand Hotel Feb. 28, 1941. 

Prince Alessandro Torlonia became an enemy 


alien when the United States entered World War 
II on Dec. 7, 1941. Nevertheless, hearing that his 
mother was critically ill, he managed to get out 
of Italy and fly to New York, where he was ap- 
prehended and locked up on Ellis Island. 

He was soon released and returned to Italy, 
where he was last reported preparing for a career 
in the diplomatic service. 

Just before his departure, he was permitted to 
visit his mother for the last time; to assure her 
that her marriage, unknowingly sponsored by 
Diamond Jim Brady, had not been a total failure. 

And Elsie Moore, looking at the snapshots of 
her nearly royal grandchildren, smiled in agree- 
ment. She died soon afterwards, on Dec, 22, 1941.

O ONE ordered Lieut. Ben 

Toland to take over a wounded 

officer’s platoon in the battle 
for Iwo Jima. He just took command, 
charged the ridge where every 10 
yards cost a life, and was laying out 
markers to guide our planes when a 
mortar shell killed him. 

Pinned against his heart was a 
will—written on a piece of brown 
wrapping paper—giving all of his ma- 
terial possessions to his country to 
help make it a better place in which 
to live. 

The entire $6,000 he had earned 
after finishing college was bequeathed 
by the 24-year-old Marine to the cause 
of labor-management peace; to Con- 
gress for research toward a far 
sighted foreign policy and better gov- 
ernment; to schools for education; to 
charity, and to his Church. 

Today the principles embodied in 
Ben Toland’s will are paying off in 
his native New Hampshire. 

Ben’s concern for the little fellow 
was all the more remarkable because 
he belonged to a privileged and 
wealthy family. His father, Edward 
D. Toland, a power in New Hamp- 
shire Republican affairs, was for 
years master of fashionable St. Paul's 
School in Concord, N. H., and one of 
Ben’s teachers. 

Ben was,18 and captain of St. 
Paul’s hockey team when he made 
his first contribution to peace be 
tween labor and management. He

was returning ‘from a hockey game 
when he came upon a gang beating 
up a boy in a Concord street. The 
gang blamed the boy’s father, an in- 
dustrialist, for refusing to negotiate 
a strike in a Concord factory. 

Blood was streaming down the 
boy’s face when Ben Toland stepped 
between him and his attackers. 

“Don’t lay another hand on this 
boy,” Ben shouted. “No one ever set- 
tled a labor;management problem 
with bloodshed. Labor and jndustry 
have got to develop emotional ma- 
turity, or there’ll be strikes forever. 
Beating up a kid, just because his dad 
represents the opposite viewpoint, 
only increasés the problem.” 

Ben won the argument and took 
the boy home. 

Afterward he told- his mother, 
Mrs. Esther Toland, Republican na- 
tional committeewoman from New 
Hampshire, that he wanted to be- 
come a minister. 

“Mother,” he said, “I want to work 
with people of every class. Perhaps 
some day we can find a solution to 
what’s ailing us, particularly between 
labor and management.” 

Ben was graduated from Yale 
with high scholastic honors, and de- 
cided to postpone his ministerial 
studies because of the war. While 
awaiting a call to the Marine Corps, 
he went to work in labor relations for 
a Detroit automobile manufacturer. 

There he came face to face with 
crippling wartime strikes. He pleaded 
with workers to lessen their de- 
mands, and told them bluntly that 
retarded production was threatening 
the lives of American servicemen 
overseas. 

Then he went to the National Re- 
sources Planning Board in Washing- 
ton, and continued his crusade for 
emotional maturity between labor and 
management. He advocated courses 
of study for labor officials in man 
agement problems and similar courses 
for business executives in unionism 

Shortly afterward he joined the 
Marines. He was commissioned a 
second lieutenant on Dec. 16, 1942, 
and became an aide to Brig.-Gen. Un- 
derhill of the Fourth Marine Division. 

At his request he was transferred 
to combat duty and embarked for 
overseas in Jan. 1943. As a first 
lieutenant, he participated in the in 
vasion of Kwajalein Atoll in the 
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Marshalls, and was in the first wave 
to hit Saipan. He was wounded and 
hospitalized for three months. 

When he returned to combat, re- 
sentment was sweeping the armed 
forces. Servicemen were bitter against 
strikes and reports of profiteering on 
war contracts. 

Ben argued with his buddies, for 
unions and for industry—just as he 
had championed the armed forces dur- 
ing labor and management meetings 
when he was a civilian. 

“Federal control of unions and in- 
dustry isn’t the solution,” he preached. 
“Some day most of us are going to 
play a part in labor or management. 
Don't cail for restrictions that may 
destroy the very things for which we 
are fighting.” 

The next day they found Ben's 
body. His will, dated Dec. 20, 1943, 
read: “This is my last will and testa- 
ment. I, Benjamin Rush Toland, a 
legal resident of Concord, N. H., 
U. &. A., now in the active naval 
service as a first lieutenant, United 
States: Marine Corps, and being of 
sound and disposing mind and mem.- 
ory, and not acting under duress, 
fraud or undue influence, do hereby 
bequeath: 

“Ten per cent to the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations to promote 
understanding of the problems of the 
companies where members work, and 
for cooperative action in the solution 
of the same. 

‘Ten per cent to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor for the same _ pur- 
poses. 

“Twenty per cent to the National 
Association of Manufacturers to pro 
mote understanding of problems of 
the employes of members and co- 
operative action in the solution of 
the same. 

“T also bequeath 20 per cent to St. 
Paul's School in Concord, N. H.: 10 
per cent to Yale University for the ad. 
vancement of education; 20 per cent 
to the Congress of the United States 
for the promotion of better unde: 
Standing between the countries of the 
world and for the promotion of sound 
democratic government in the United 
states; five per cent to the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church of the United 
States, and five per cent to the New 
York Times Christmas Charity Fund. 
(Signed) Benjamin Rush “Toland.” 

The National Association of Manu- 


facturers added $16,000 to the $1,200 
left it to make annual awards to 
Americans finding new ways by 
which employers may assist employes 
in overcoming labor problems. 

The New Hampshire State Fed- 
eration of Labor and the New Hamp- 
shire CIO established permanent 
foundations with the $600 received by 
each union from Toland’s will. 

The executive board of each union 
votes annually for the men within 
their organization doing the most to 
promoie labor-management peace. 
Bronze medals “inscribed with the 
words, “Benjamin R, Toland Award,” 
are presented to the winners. 

Inspired by Ben Toland’s ideals, 
New Hampshire A. F. of L. President 
Arthur J. Connor established a 
labor-management social committee. 

On Feb. 1, 1946, New Hampshire 
Congressman Sherman Adams read 
this tribute to Ben into the Congres- 
sional Record: “Although the Con- 
gress cannot by law accept the gift of 
Lieut. Benjamin Rush Toland, it 
seems appropriate that the Congress 
pause in reverent memory to the New 
HampShire boy who gave everything 
in the interest of a better country.”

“And, looking up to heaven, 
He sighed, and saith unto 
him, Ephphatha, that is, Be 
opened. 

“And straightway his ears 
were opened, and the string 
of his tongue was _ loosed, 
and he spake plain.”

VERY adult stutterer at 

the National Hospital for 
speech Disorders is eligible 
for membership in the Eph- 
phatha Club. 

After registering at a 
desk downstairs, club mem- 
bers go to a large reception 
hall where there is dancing, 
singing, ping-pong, shuffle- 
board and plenty of oppor- 
tunity for friendly conver- 
sation. 

“You see, we are not natu- 
rally friendly people,” a day 
patient explains in telling of 
his own experience. “Most 
Stutterers are self-centered 
and self-conscious. We’re 
always wondering’ what 
kind of an impression we 
are making and worrying 
for fear someone is laugh- 
ing at us. But here I’m no 
more nervous than if some- 
one asked me to have a 
soda.” :

HEN the social hour 

breaks up some mem- 
bers go to psychology 
groups; others to-the relax- 
ation group; some may 
have a session with the psy- 
chiatrist or join a group 
that is reading aloud 
slowly. 

Important among the re- 
education classes is the co. 
ordination to music. 

Stutterers do not merely 
stutter with their voices but 
with all of their muscles, 
Dr. Greene points out. They 
become clumsy and must 
learn to be graceful. Exer- 
cising in rhythm is one of 
the best ways to gain con- 
trol of the refined muscular 
movements—-and to gain 
relaxation. 

At nine o’clock all Eph- 
phatha members gather for 
an hour of singing and 
speech making. First-time 
speakers often have trouble 
getting out a sentence or 
two. 

Old-timers frequently 
can’t be distinguished from 
any normal speaker. 

These young men and 
women-—and the ratio of 
stutterers is about five men 
to one woman never miss 
a chance to get in a bit of 
humor about their disorder.

But that was not the end of Selz’ story, which 
his listeners regarded as mostly fictional. 

He asserted he found Baronovich, that Barono- 
vich attacked him, and that he had succeeded in 
killing the tough-muscled Bulgarian. 

And what had he done with that body? 

Why, he had attached numerous iron platés 
to the fellow and dropped him into the water off 
the San Mateo Bay bridge, 

Nobody believed that such a person as Michael 
Baronovich existed, and so nobody was surprised 
when no trace of him was ever found. 7 

But that could not be said of Mrs. Rice. Selz 
led the way to the burial spot in the canyon, and 


her remains, which were unmistakably identi. 
fied through her dental work, weré recoVered. 

Selz postured and tap-danced at the seene. He 
laughed when reporters turned away in horror 
from the opened grave. He laughed again as he 
offered to demonstrate with a newsman how he 
had tossed that Bulgarian into the bay. 


U'T he grew cagey when they asked questions 

about his family. He beseeched Maloney to 
protect him from the prying reporters. He didn’t 
want his family or the fraternal organization to 
which he had belonged-—his lodge uniform had 
been found. in the Woodside Glens house— 
dragged into the case. 

Maloney secreted the uniform, but one of the 
newspapermen found part of it, and the word got 
about that Jerry had once worn the outfit of a 
cemetery grave digger. 

Soon Jerome Braun Von Selz was wearing a 
different sort of uniform, 

On March 12, less than two weeks before he 
would have been needing that manual of toxi- 
cology at the publi® library, he pleaded guilty to 
murder in the first degree and got life. 

At the gates to San Quentin prison, he made a 
speech (suggested by Maloney) in which he as- 
assured one and all he was “going to make good.” 

In prison, his bubbling personality revived, and 
he made friends. He became the strong man of 
the tumbling team, and won. the weight-lifting 
championship of San Quentin. 

After the United States entered the war, he 
tried to enlist in the Army, but a psychiatrist 
turned thumbs down, reporting him as a “con- 
stitutional psychopathic inferior.” 

However, his behavior was so exemplary that, 
on May 23, 1944, he was transferred to the Califor- 
nia Institution for Men at Chino, a sort of honor 
institution. 


ERHAPS it was patriotism, and perhaps it was 

something else. But Selz grew restive at Chino. 
He obtained and studied maps of Mexico, shipped 
out his prize possession, a mandolin, and finally, 
on May 3, 1945, while the nation’s attention was 
fixed on the closing scenes of the earth-shaking 
drama in Europe, he disappeared. 

3ut he didn’t go to Mexico. 

Vithin a week or so, the F.B.I. reported from 
Washington that he had registered with a Min- 
nesota draft board, which had fingerprinted him. 
He had, of course, been identified through the 
bureau’s stupendous master file. 

They caught up with him in Canada. 

Hie had become Corp. Ralph Jerome (Tiny) 
Morgan of the Canadian army, and he was teach- 
Ing physical education, 

Soon he was back at his weight-lifting in San 
Quentin, but shortly thereafter was transferred 
to the Folsom Maximum Security Prison at 
Represa, Calif.

OLOR can do amazing 

things for your home. 
It can make the difference 
between a dull, drab, lifeless 
room and one that is cheer- 
ful and livable. 

Perhaps you are one of 
the many people who are 
stumped at the mere 
thought of selecting a num- 
ber of colors and putting 
them together effectively. 
You need not be. Just re- 
member there is no set of 
rules which you must fol- 
low, but there are a few 
fundamental principles 
which will help you select 
color combinations appro- 
priate for your home. 


Basic Information 


[HERE are three primary 

colors—red, yellow, and 
blue. All others are formed 
by combining these three in 
varying degrees and by the 
addition of black or white 
to darken or lighten the 
value. 

To make a small room ap- 
pear larger, utilize the cool 
(receding) colors, such as 
the light blues, grays, 
greens, ivories and off- 
whites. The warm (advanc- 
ing) colors such as red, ter- 
ra cotta, rose, browns, and 
tans have the opposite ef- 
fect, and seem to reduce the 
size of the room, 

Rooms which are too 
large and tend to run away 
with the furnishings can be 
brought together by using 
big, over-scale patterns in 
warm colors. Small patterns 
in cool colors, on the other 
hand, will tend to “spread 
out” the walls.

Color Cues 
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with your =a. eeebe a 
wall paper which you_ like 
and build your room from 
there. The artists who de. 
signed the paper have al- 
ready chosen colors which 
go well together, so the re- 
sult makes an excellent 
decorating guide. 

For example, suppose you 
choose a stylized floral pat- 
tern of dusty pink, yellow, 
and moss green on a soft 
gray background. Use the 
background color, in this 
case, gray, to paint the 
woodwork. Then select up- 
holstery, draperies and floor 
coverings to match other 
colors in the paper. Bring 
out the dusty pink with 
draperies of the same color; 
the rug could be soft green 
to match the green leaves 
in. the floral pattern. The 
yellow in the pattern can be 
carried out sparingly as an 
accent in the decorative ac- 
cessories. 

If the wallpaper is a defi- 
nite, large pattern, the drap- 
eries and slipcovers should 
be in plain colors, stripes, or 
geometric designs so that 
the room will not have a 
busy, confused atmosphere. 

On the other hand, if you 
have seemingly unharmo- 
nious furniture, rugs, or 


‘draperies which you want 


to utilize, try to select a 
which ties to- 
gether the various colorings 
and gives unity to the whole 
room.
